April 2015 

Iran Agrees to Nuclear Deal Despite Interference 
by Congress (Apr. 2): Despite interference by the 
U.S. congress and Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu, Iran, the U.S. and four other members of 
the UN Security Council plus Germany agree to an 
extensive and comprehensive framework for the 
future of Iran's nuclear program. Agreement is 
reached and a deadline of June 30, 2015, is set for the 
agreement. If the framework is adhered to, the U.S. 
and European Union will lift all the sanctions against 
Iran once the final deal is signed. The sanctions have 
crippled Iran's economy. 

U.S. and Cuba Have Highest-Level Meeting in 
Decades (Apr. 9): U.S. Secretary of State, John 
Kerry, and Cuban Foreign Minister, Bruno Rodriguez 
meet in Panama. It is the highest-level meeting 
between the U.S. and Cuba in more than fifty years. 

Death in Baltimore leads to Riots (Apr. 12 - 28): 

A mobile phone video reveals 25-year old African 
American Freddy Gray being dragged into a police 
van while screaming in pain, during his arrest in 
Baltimore for carrying an illegal knife. Soon after 
arriving at the police station he is taken to hospital. 
Police later admit that Gray should have received 
medical attention at the arrest site. On April 19, Gray 
dies after suffering from multiple injuries, including 
his spinal cord being severed. Protests began as the 
public reacted. April 25 saw peaceful protests turn 
violent as protestors and police clash at the city's 
Baseball Park, Camden Yards, and by April 28 riots 
have broken out and the National Guard is called in. 

Hillary Clinton Announces Second Bid for 
President (April 12): After two years of sitting on 
the sidelines of elective or diplomatic office, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton announces her candidacy for the 
2016 Democratic presidential nomination. The 
announcement comes as no surprise. The only 
surprise is how long it took to make official what had 
been long assumed. In her second run for president, 
Clinton hopes to add another first to her long list of 
accomplishments, which include the first female 
partner at Arkansas's prestigious Rose Law firm, the 
first First Lady to hold a post-graduate degree, the 
first former First Lady to hold a seat in the U.S. 
Senate, the first former First Lady to hold a cabinet 
seat, and the first former First Lady to run for 
president. 



Ship Capsizes in Mediterranean Killing Hundreds 
of Migrants (Apr. 19): According to a statement 
made by the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Antonio Guterres, the ship carried 850 
people and only 28 are known to have survived. 
Hundreds have been declared missing while many 
bodies remain trapped in the wreck underwater. 

Earthquake in Nepal kills thousands (Apr. 25): A 

magnitude 7.8 earthquake strikes central Nepal near 
the capital, Kathmandu. Over 4000 have been found 
dead, while tens of thousands have been injured and 
left homeless. Treasured structures like the Dharahara 
Tower and the temple complex Bhaktapur Durbar 
Square are also severely damaged. 



Bad Blood - The Execution 
of Andrew Chan and 
Myuran Sukumaran

On Wednesday morning, Australians woke to the 
news that Myuran Sukumaran and Andrew Chan, 
along with 8 other prisoners, had been executed by 
firing squad in Indonesia. 

The news was met, understandably, with a great deal 
of anger, and many were quick to blame whoever they 
could for what had occurred. They blamed the men 
themselves, for committing the crime. They blamed 
the Australian government, for failing to convince 
Indonesia to grant clemency to the two Australian 
men. They blamed the Australian Federal Police, for 
allowing the men to arrive in Indonesia and not 
detaining them in Australia. Most of all, they blamed 
President Widodo. 

There are a number of issues here. This article is not 
about telling you who to blame, but to give some 
context as to why this happened. Ignoring, for now, 
the question of whether the death penalty should ever 
be an option under any circumstances; one of the 
main criticisms of the decision to execute the men 
was that it was done for political gain. Indonesia and 
Australia, for all the talk of a great and enduring 
friendship, are not nearly as diplomatically close as 
the rhetoric suggests. Much of this has been the fault 
of Australia - covertly surveilling the President's 
family is never going to reflect well on us. One 
metaphor for the way in which Indonesians see 
Australia is that of a wealthy elderly neighbour - We 
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can be preachy, we love to lecture them on what they 
should do and we constantly ask them to clean up 
their garden (and ours too, thank you very much). 

Is it any surprise, then, that when Australians demand 
that President Widodo grant clemency to convicted 
drug smugglers, the response was not to our liking. 
That's not to say, though, that this is all the fault of 
Australia - Widodo's decision to execute the pair is 
questionable at best, and despicable at worst. 

It seems fairly clear to the informed bystander that 
Chan's and Sukumaran's execution (as well as that of 
all others who were, and are to be, executed by 
Widodo's regime) has one main purpose: to gain 
political support. President Widodo was, before being 
elected, the governor of Jakarta. Due to his relative 
inexperience and lack of military background, many 
of Indonesia's elite saw him as a weak leader. These 
executions are then, rather than being about justice 
and the protection of Indonesia, merely a way for 
President Widodo to gain some legitimacy in the face 
of his critics. This has not worked, but that is beside 
the point. 

I will avoid discussing the arguments for and against 
the death penalty too deeply, if only for brevity, but 
suffice it to say: Even if the state has a right to end a 
life in cold blood - which I personally do not believe 
they do - to use this power for political gain is 
fundamentally wrong. The life of any person is worth 
more than scoring political points. Despite the efforts 
of all of those who tried to stop their execution - the 
myriad of celebrities, politicians, not-for-profit 
organizations and individuals - the likelihood is that 
the two Australians would never have been granted 
clemency, not because of what they did, but because 
of where they came from. We should be outraged, 
though, not because they were Australians. We should 
be outraged that any life should end for the sake of 
politics alone.

The Death Penalty

The recent executions of the drug dealers brings once 
again the issue of the death penalty to the public 
conversation. Generally there seems to be two types 
of people. Those who decry the executions and bang 
on about human rights and have the usual childish 
approach to social issues. Then those who don't say 
anything unless pushed because they think it was 
justified and why the hell are we worrying about 
these criminals when we have bigger problems to 
deal with anyway. 

Polls about the death penalty often backfire on the 
more liberal among us and one conducted about these 
criminals followed this pattern. Conducted by Roy 
Morgan Research and reported about in the Sydney 
Morning Herald, it showed that 52% of Australians 
supported the death penalty in this case. The poll, 
conducted in an effort to save the criminals, was then 
used to justify the executions by the Indonesians in a 
rather beautifully ironic twist. 

The death penalty is not only a good tool for the 
justice system, it is also in my mind a vital tool that 
our so called advanced societies are sadly missing. 
The death penalty would mean that those who should 
never return to normal society, murderers, rapists, 
repeat offenders etc. could be disposed of instead of 
sucking up vital resources that are needed elsewhere. 
To spend just under $300 a day to keep people who 
will never contribute enough to pay us back alive just 
because some people can't handle the fact that 
human life is actually incredibly disposable, is naive 
and a waste of money. 

Additionally it will deter some from committing 
those acts in the first place. Humans will always have 
those among us that require discipline but the 
knowledge that it will be the end if you do x or y will 
be compelling to some who currently enjoy their stay 
in the big house with their crew, or at least handle it. 
The murder rate has at least doubled since the UK 
abolished hanging in the 1960's interestingly. 

Also, because you wouldn't feel a sense of justice if 
the murderer of your loved ones was executed, 
doesn't mean the rest of us wouldn't either. People in 
the university demographic badly need to learn some 
pragmatism and not just believe what makes them 
feel good. The death penalty allows us to express the 



Oh yeah I know, Americas justice system is 
incredibly bad and so this method must be useless.

A good meal followed by a simple death 
and society is free of one less burden while justice, 
like dinner, is served. 
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The Death Penalty

Sukamaran and Chan, alleged co-ringleaders of the 
notorious Bali nine, were executed in Indonesia after 
being found guilty of trafficking heroin in 2005. The 
recent execution of Sukamaran and Chan has 
renewed the debate about the supposed virtues 
regarding the effectiveness of the death penalty in 
reducing crime rates. I argue that the death penalty is 
not an effective way of reducing crime rates, and 
thus should not be supported, as crime, and other 
anti-social behaviour is the end result, the 
manifestation, of concrete economic conditions. I 
make the case for the ideals first developed in the 
age of enlightenment, the materialist view of human 
nature and society. 

If one was serious about reducing crime rates and 
drug use one could consider a multitude of factors 
and initiatives to help these individuals. One could 
look at the vast assault on social services and the 
poor access to drug treatment centres, many unable 
to access public programs nor afford private ones. 
One could consider the high rates of unemployment 
that persist today, the bleak future for youth that lead 
to a state of despair and nihilism. Under such 
conditions those disenfranchised layers of society 
are susceptible to becoming victim of substance 
abuse. Consider the fact that many of the inmates on 
death row in America are classified as "mentally 
retarded" or suffer from debilitating mental illnesses, 
making normal functioning in society impossible. 
Consider that following education and other social 
programs, many of these prisoners "turn their life 
around" in jail and begin to make productive use of 
their time in self-development (as was the case with 
Chan and Sukamaran). 

If one requires an example of the bankruptcy of the 
death penalty and other forms of corporal 
punishment, consider the penal system of the UK in 
the 19th century. They stressed that the severity of 
punishment was the greatest deterrent to crime. In 
line with the "Bloody Code", there were many 
offences that were punishable by execution (mostly 
against property), and many more were forcefully 
shipped to Australia in prison hulks for the most 
petty of crimes. This attitude was an abject failure, 
crime rates did not decline and it led to the need for 
the mass resettlement of their prison population 
abroad, for they could not cope at home with prison 
overcrowding. For in spite of maximalist 
punishment meted out, the population was forced to 
continue to steal as a result of the extreme poverty 
by which many lived (interestingly the industrial 



revolution (1760-1840) is associated with the meteoric 
rise of poverty rates due to displacement and 
exploitation). 

Coming down on the victims of drug use with an Iron 
Heel does nothing to remedy our present situation for 
our offenders are the product of their social 
environment, the system has failed them. Any support 
for the death penalty is a sham. Instead the goal of all 
progressives should be to make great changes in the 
material conditions for the majority of people, changes 
the socio economic foundations of life that have given 
rise to our society's ills. All those who support the 
death penalty reject the last 400 years of the 
development of social and scientific thought in favour 
of impressionism, in favour of a cynical and 
pessimistic view of human nature. I advise that they 
make a systematic study of history before making any 
further commentary on current events.

Newsfront

So the Perth Revelation Film Festival's celebration of 
Australian films continues with Newsfront. This 
1978 Australian film directed by Phillip Noyce (The 
Bone Collector, The Giver), starring Bill Hunter and 
Wendy Hughes tells the story of Cinetone, a fictitious 
studio that produces news for the local cinema. 
Newsfront presents how finding Australian identity in 
a country readily accepting Americanization is 
becoming increasingly difficult. 

From start to finish the film looks really good, tending 
to resemble filming styles reminiscent to those used in 
the era being portrayed, and seeing as the film takes 
place between 1948 and 1956, its impressive that for 
the most part these style adjustments are rather 
seamless. Newsfront also does a really good job 
integrating real news footage of true events within in 
story. No complaints for the acting here, film is well 
cast and everyone gives strong performances. Bill 
Hunter as the main lead gives a great job as a strong 
willed man, who has his flaws but holds to his strong 
moral compass throughout the entire film. 

Newsfront portrays the changes to how we viewed the 
news in Australia after the war, cinema news 
segments were dying out and the last companies 
relying on them are forced to join up because separate 
they just cannot survive. Australians were becoming 
less interested in Australian news as well, wanting 
more international stories, namely American, and 
these companies wanting to remain local news 
stations and maintaining an Australian identity. 
Seeing as a lot of people are getting their news online 
in our time and we are more Americanized than ever, 
this film is quite possibly more relevant now than it 
ever has been. The film at its heart is those 
welcoming change and those resisting change and 
wanting things to remain how they've always been. 

Overall, Newsfront was an enjoyable film, good 
performances, great cinematography and still very 
relevant today. The film was actually thought to be 
lost, but those trying to restore it digitally did manage 
to find the last reel they were missing and I think this 
is definitely a quality Australian film that was worth 
restoring so it can live on. Would I recommend it? If 
you are into film, then for sure, it is a quality picture 
and a piece of Australian film history we can be proud 
of However, for the average moviegoer, this 
probably won't be for them, the plot itself is rather 
thin and I cannot see it being enjoyable enough for a 



lot of people. If Newsfront sounds like something you 
might be interested in though, I would definitely try and 
track it down and give it a look.

Concert - The Darlington 
Trio presents "Brahms & 
Smetana^^

The Darlington Trio delivered a powerful, story-like 
performance with their classical compositions of 
Brahms and Smetana. The audience was absolutely 
transfixed by every sound, every movement and every 
moment. 

It was a swift, emotive production by the trio, who 
displayed a captivating ability to inject a sense of 
meaningfulness into their pieces, no matter how dark or 
grim. The audience was in awe of their sheer musical 
ability, and the mesmerising control they had over their 
instruments. The performance was split into two 
segments. The first half featured the music of Brahms 
and the second featured Smetana. What's so interesting 
is the juxtaposition between the two composers, and 
their music. Brahms was the more reserved, 
conservative composer while Smetana hailed from a 
new wave of classical music that clashed with the 
radical ideologies of the time. 

The Brahms segment began as a fairly tight-production, 
and then flowed into a flawless and lively performance. 
The instruments featured were Graeme Gilling's piano, 
Geoffrey Bourgault's clarinet and Jon Tooby's cello. 
Blending together with their rich and unique tone, the 
trio are almost perfect. For the second segment, they 
performed a piece by Smetana. It was an intense, 
dramatic piece written after the death of his young 
daughter to Scarlet Fever. 

The trio soulfully constructed the restless and troubled 
atmosphere the composition required, with the 
introduction of Semra Lee Smith's haunting and 
evocative violin. Smetana' s arrangement builds up, and 
ends in an uplifting and climatic way. The passion and 
emotion of both works could be felt throughout the 
room. 

The highlight of the evening was definitely Jon Tooby's 
masterfully rich and raw cello playing that really carried 
the performance through. There is a moving and 
emotive quality that breaths through his playing. The 
pure passion delivered from the instrument was really 



remarkable, and you could just see the experience of 
the artist, and his appreciation for music. 

The Darlington Trio really do offer a burnished, 
emotive and original sound that will not disappoint. 
All in all, it was truly thrilling spectacle, worth 
seeing for music lovers of all kinds. 



Tyler, The Creator - 
Cherry Bomb

Mortal 
Kombat X boasts new characters, heavy level 
interaction, a new challenge mode with the Living 
Towers and a new community Faction Wars system 
where players can create or join a faction and do 
challenges to earn points for your team. Every 
character has three different styles to choose from 
that you must stick with throughout your chosen 
mode. The Krypt now plays as a first person 
adventure mode where you explore and collect 
items and new areas. Mortal Kombat X is bigger 
and better in almost all ways and is truly one of the 
best, if not the best fighting game we've received in 
years.

Broken Age: Act II (PS3, PS4, XBoxOne, 3DS,

May Tech

AMD returns to high-performance computing: Last 
year, AMD was working on their pin-compatible x86 
CPUs and high-performance 64-bit ARM chips in their 
Project Skybridge. The project has now been all but 
scrapped as AMD CEO Lisa Su stated that the company 
discovered customers don't care about socket- 
compatible ARM and x86 parts. Their response to this 
discovery is the new Zen core, which will offer 40% 
performance increase. The Zen core is an entirely new 
core that shows many differences from previous AMD 
CPU designs. It will support simultaneous multi- 
threading and a new high bandwidth, low latency cache 
system, states Mark Papermaster AMD's Chief 
Technology Officer. As well, the Zen core will 
introduce a new socket called AM4 and support DDR4; 
likely a move to put the company back on solid ground 
as a competitor to Intel's CPUs. 

Google^s Password Alert not so secure: Google 
released a Password Alert extension to alert users of 
possible phishing attacks when entering their passwords 
into websites not a part of Google's network. Turns out 
though, the extension isn't as good as Google thinks it 
is. Security researches have spent the last few days 
finding all the backdoors and loopholes to the extension 
and have come up with at least 9, of which only 3 have 
been solved. Information security consultant Paul 
Moore has created a method that attackers could use to 
block the alerts. He says, 'These exploits, some of 
which are downright comical, put the user at a 
disadvantage, not the attacker." Although the extension 
will provide security from the simplest attacks Moore 
states that, "No security is better than a false sense of 
security". I cannot help but agree. 

Netflix open-sources security tool code: Netflix has 
released its internal tool that manages many security 
alerts and incidents as open-source on GitHub. It is 
called the Fully Integrated Defence Operation (FIDO) 
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and it researches, scores and categorises threats in 
order to handle the most pressing ones ASAP. 
Netflix has often decided to build its own tools to 
deal with various problems with its program in order 
to make response to users much faster and streamline 
the service as much as possible. FIDO gathers 
information from firewalls, anti-malware systems 
and other security programs in order to create an 
archive of threats, whilst also figuring out the type of 
system being attacks and comparing that to external 
threat feeds to put the incident in to context. 
Depending on the severity of the issue at hand, it 
may take automatic actions, like disabling accounts 
or network ports and sending alerts to an engineer to 
be evaluated.

Ignoring the attributes most common to 
half the population is no way to make humanity a 
cohesive whole, nor is it a way to ensure equality 
and level everyone out on the same playing field. 
The standard is still set as thinking of men as 
people, and women as trying to aspire to be people.

Not that this is the fault of men. It is, I stress, 
simply history itself muscling its way into our 
collective subconscious. I am now out of both time 
and space, so look forward to more of this next 
week.

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Self-Serve Checkouts

After their emergence in 2009, self-serve checkouts 
have been the catalyst for a very different shopping 
experience in Australia. Robot voices of, "if you have 
a flybys card, please scan it now" echo around busy 
checkout areas. Not for the trolley pushers, the anti- 
technology squad or the receipt checking, catalogue 
readers. Self-serve checkouts are primarily directed at 
Generation Y, who have easily adapted to this video 
game style of shopping. Love them or hate them, 
self-service checkouts have put an end to awkward 
conversations and resulted in an empowered line of 
people that just want to scan, pay, and leave. 

Companies have chosen to put customers in control 
of the checkout, so they must expect some 
implications. A study conducted by the website 
Voucher Codes Pro in the UK asked 2634 people 
about their shopping habits and use of self-service 
checkouts. The study found that more than half 
admitted to stealing on at least one occasion and 19 
percent acquired a five-finger discount regularly. 

It seems to be a moral grey area: From talking to 
people about this issue I have come across the same 
kind of justifications for their 'casual theft'. One of 
conscious rebellion against the companies that are 
"ripping us off anyway" and "we have to serve 
ourselves! Why shouldn't we get a discount?" 

But what has been deemed "casual theft" seems to 
have had little impact on the two big grocery 
corporations, as profits have continued to climb since 
the beginning of assisted checkouts. Last 2012-2013 
financial year. Coles recorded revenue of $36 billion 
while Woolworths netted $59 billion. 

So I want to start the conversation: How many people 
are giving their own personal discounts? Why do 
people talk more about Kim Kardashian then the 
implications of billions of dollars of casual theft per 
year? If McDonalds said you could make your own 
burger would you throw on a few extras for free if 
you could? Yeah. Probably.

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A NSW University Is Suing 
Its Own Students - 
Implications For Murdoch

On the 5^^ of May, New Matilda's Max Chalmers 
published an article covering the recent lawsuit 
between NSW's Macquarie University and the 
independent student association operating on its 
campus, Macquarie University Postgraduate 
Representative Association (MUPRA). Senior staff at 
Macquarie University are putting forward the defence 
that the university has no need for independent student 
associations. This sentiment alone is what strikes Max 
Chalmers' chagrin, and the article goes on to reveal a 
fairly damning piece of evidence for the Sydney 
institution. 

Allegedly, Deputy Vice Chancellor of MU Deidre 
Anderson wrote to the National Australia Bank in 
December of 2013, directly requesting that bank 
accounts associated with MUPRA be frozen. At the 
time this caused a great deal of controversy amongst 
the MUPRA members, outraged by the subtle attack on 
their ability to pursue a legal battle. 

This is not the end of a systematic series of attacks on 
the association conducted from within MU 
administration - in the process of attempting to have 
MUPRA shutdown, MU have reportedly created their 
own mirror organisation, as well as a "Student 
Advisory Board" - while Chalmers does not write in 
any length the implications stemming from the 
implementation of the board, the fact remains that if 
MUPRA is to close, the number of independent student 
associations operating at MU will come to a solid zero. 

I am hesitant to state that this one singular case alone 
prompts the need for Australian students across the 
board to become politically paranoid, but the dispute 
has marked itself as a notable precedent in the legal 
history between Australian students and Universities. 
What could this mean for us, as Murdoch University 
students? Right now, nothing - but it's definitely 
something to keep in the back of your mind. 

Currently, Murdoch University is attempting to attack 
the perceived enemy of liberal education: Neo- 
Liberalism. This year we have seen the implementation 
of experimental BAR and BRD units forced into 2^^ 
and 3^^ year study plans, which has given great 
opportunities to every Murdoch graduate from the last 
four years who hasn't found a job yet and would like 
some side-cash from teaching undergraduates.
